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The public debt om the ist December, 1846, was 
$40,769,577. On the Ist December, 1547, it wer 
940,025,919.51, being $160,027.49 less than « year 
age. This reduction was effected by the cancelle- 
tion of $150,000 of the relief issues, and by the re- 
ceipt of State stocks in payment of old debts. 
The balance in the Treasury on the Ist Devem- 
ber 1847, was $680,890.55, being a” secrease of 
$902,104.51, over the same item in 1816. The 
Governor says this is an encouraging view of our 
finances, it being the first year since the commence-

Ove 
of the gentlemen in our city engaged in this busi 
mess, asecrts that among the workmen, there « 
much less sickness «nd more robust health than 
can be found among the same number in any other 
labor. Frederick the Great of Prussia was an w- 
veterate snuff taker. His pockets were lined with 
tam and fall of sapff, which he used constantly. He 
died at the aged of 71. Yet singularly enough at 
one period, a law of Russia ussia declared 
that tebecce should not be used im any form but 
swufl, under penalty of death, and even snuff could 
not be sneezed at without danger of having the of- 
fending member, the nose, cut off. Su John Sia 
clei found thet nearly all the woners in Green- 
wich Hospital over eighty were mveterate smo- 
kers.

BREAKING ROADS. 
“ Breaking Roads” in snow, 1s 2 business whieh 
the farmers of the northern section of the country 
are frequently obliged to perform. Were it not 
that thie work is generally performed es 8 frolic, 
in which the whole neighborhood engage, it would 
be regarded as very laborious sad s great borden. 
Formerly it was the practice to shovel « track 
through the deep drifts, and the sravelied read was 
sometimes several feet lower than the snow on 
each side. But the objection to this was that the 
first snow storm or high wind filled ap the reed, 
and rendered it impassable till it was again dug 
eat. The best course is found to be te avoid dig-

feet. A plank may be fastened, elgewise, along 
the top of each log, which will prevent the snow 
from falling over and Gilling the track 9s the tum- 
bers are draggedalong. The concentrated strength 
of all the oxen and steers that can be brought to- 
gether is to be applied to these timbers, whieh are 
to be drawn over the snow to forma read. Oxen 
are better than horses for this parpose, and will 
work through deep snow where horses would 
stick fast. Rather light cattle, if handy, shoald 
be put forward, and the snow should not be sho- 
velied except in nezsow drifts, as before ment on
